The Declaration of Ward Chilton identified on accompanying Form PTO-1449, a 
copy of which is provided therewith, relates to slot machines featured at the Red Garter 
Casino and other casinos in Nevada from approximately 1982 to 1987. (Chilton Decl. *J 4). 
Mr. Chilton is currently an employee of the assignee of the present patent application, IGT. 
(Chilton Decl. ^1). At that time, Mr. Chilton's family owned an interest in the Red Garter 
Casino in Wendover, Nevada. (Chilton Decl. <f 3). The slot machines included side-mounted 
ticket dispensers dispensing tickets redeemable for cash, prizes, gaming credits or services 
offered by the casino. (Chilton Decl. ^ 4). The ticket dispensers were mostly used in 
conjunction with $1.00 slot machines. (Chilton Decl. % 4). The side-mounted ticket 
dispensers were approximately the same size as a side-mounted bill acceptor and included 
LED counters indicating the number of coins that needed to be played on the slot machines in 
order to cause the ticket dispensers to dispense tickets. (Chilton Decl. f 5). As coins were 
played in the slot machines, the numbers displayed on the LED counters were decremented 
until the LED counters reached zero, at which time tickets were dispensed from the ticket 
dispensers. (Chilton Decl. ^ 5). Once a player accumulated a certain number of tickets from 
the ticket dispenser, the player could redeem the tickets at the casino for cash, prizes, gaming 
credits or services offered by the casino. (Chilton Decl. ^ 6). At some casinos, some tickets 
in a batch of tickets or on a roll of tickets in the ticket dispensers included a star or other 
symbol indicating that the ticket entitled to the player to a bonus award from the casino. 
(Chilton Decl. ^ 7).
